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Date for 
decision 
on plant 
is settled 

A DECISION on whether to 
give controversial plans for a 
£120 million waste incinera¬ 
tor near Kidderminster the 
go-ahead will be made by 
April 23. 

It follows an eight-day 
public inquiry over propos¬ 
als for the plant, which 
would be built at Hartle- 
bury. 

Planning permission was 
granted by Worcestershire 
County Council in March 
but Local Government Sec¬ 
retary Eric Pickles called in 
the plans. A final report is 
being prepared for his 
department by the Planning 
Inspectorate. It will contain 
a recommendation and the 
final decision will follow. 

Campaign group Worces¬ 
tershire Residents Against 
Incineration and Landfill 
submitted a 500-page 
dossier of objections. More 
than 2,300 people signed a 
petition and 1,100 letters of 
objection were sent. 

Objectors argued that nei¬ 
ther Mercia Waste Manage¬ 
ment nor Worcestershire 
County Council looked at 
alternative methods of 
waste disposal. 

They say the incinerator 
would be a blot on the land¬ 
scape and the number of lor¬ 
ries carrying waste to the 
site would make their lives a 
misery. But Mercia Waste, 
who are behind the applica¬ 
tion, say the incinerator 
would create up to 30 jobs. 

Delays hit 
£4.2mcrem 

A £4.2 million cemetery and 
crematorium for the Wyre 
Forest district will not offi¬ 
cially open until February. 

Wyre Forest District 
Council wants representa¬ 
tives from religious groups 
to bless the site and is final¬ 
ising a date when they are all 
available to attend. 

Bosses said the official 
opening of the site, in Min¬ 
ster Road, Kidderminster, 
would likely take place 
within the “next five or six 
weeks”. 


POUCE VOW ID FIND 
BETTY'S MURDERER

POLICE today said they “would not rest” until they 
have caught the killer of popular retired teacher Betty 
Yates who was found murdered in her remote Bewdley 
cottage. 

Mrs Yates, aged 77, died from a single knife wound after being attacked at her secluded 
cottage off Dowles Road. A murder investigation has been launched by police who say they 
are looking into possible motives, including the theory she was stabbed after disturbing 
burglars. 

Officers were today trying to piece together her movements in the hours before she died. 


Tributes are 
paid to a 
caring lady 

TRIBUTES have been paid to Mrs Yates, 
who was described as a “vivacious and pop¬ 
ular person” and a “true lady.” 

Her children David and Hazel led the trib¬ 
utes, saying: “Our mother was a vivacious, 
independent and popular person. She had a 
lovely character and was extremely caring. 
She was also very fit and active for her age. 

“Naturally we are extremely shocked at 
the manner of her death and we do not know 
whether we will ever come to terms with 
that. 

“Thankfully we were able to spend some 
time together when we all got together over 
Christmas and those are now our final, trea¬ 
sured memories. We will always remember 
her with love and affection.” 

Former pupils gathered for a candlelit 
vigil outside her home on Sunday, organised 
by Verity Worthington, 29, of St John’s 
Avenue, Kidderminster. 

She said: “Her loss is a tragedy. She was 
an inspiring teacher who went the extra 
mile and was really before her time.” 

Charlotte Mayall, also 29, of Sculthorpe 
Road, Blakedown, said: “She was an incred¬ 
ibly kind person and really loved the chil¬ 
dren she taught. I remember all of the 
extra-curricular things she used to teach 
us.” 


And in a direct appeal to the culprit, DCI 
Neil Jamieson said: “We will not rest until 
Betty’s killer is caught and I would appeal 
directly to that person not to wait until that 
happens and contact us now.” 

There have been more than 80 cedis from 
the public since the probe was launched and 
police say they have “a number of leads”. 

They are now looking at CCTV footage 
from roads outside the town and Eire also 
searching fields, woodland and rural areas. 
Forensic experts are expected to remain at 
the property for days to come. 

It is thought the killer may have dis¬ 
carded some clothing after fleeing. 

Mrs Yates was a member of the Bewdley 
Civic Society and an active participant of 
the Wyre Forest University of the Third 
Age, an activities group for older people. 

She had lived alone at the cottage since 
the death of her husband, Raymond, seven 
years ago. 

It is in a secluded spot, one of three prop¬ 
erties on the western bank of the River Sev¬ 
ern and accessed by a dirt track from 
Dowles Road. 

Friends are said to have urged her to 
move but she had always refused as the 
house had good memories of her husband. 
She is survived by a son and daughter and 
had celebrated her 77th birthday on Decem¬ 
ber 28. 

DCI Jamieson said a knife found at the 
scene was believed to be the murder 
weapon. Detectives are focusing on the 
hours between when Mrs Yates was last 
seen by friends on Monday afternoon last 
week and the following morning. 

The former teacher of St Johns C of E 
Middle School in Kidderminster and Foley 
First School in Streetly was found dead by 
police last Wednesday at about 9am.

Probe on Facebook message 


THE AUTHOR of a Facebook message that 
claimed Mrs Yates was killed by an attacker 
who broke into her home has been traced by 
detectives in the murder inquiry. 

The message, which suggested knowledge 
of events surrounding her death, was taken 
down before police were aware of it. But it 
was reported by other visitors to the site. 

The comment claimed Mrs Yates, aged 77, 
discovered a trespasser in her home off 
Dowles Road and he “panicked” and 
stabbed her because she “told him off”. 


It added there was “meant to be a clean 
sweep” of the Riverscroft cottage. 

The message read: “She wasnt meant 2 b 
home, the lad panikd and stabd her cus she 
told off 4 bein in her house. It was meant 2 
b a clean sweep but she was home, she did¬ 
n’t stand chance.” 

Detective Chief Inspector Neil Jamieson 
said that police had spoken to the author of 
the comment and that it was “another line 
of inquiry”. 


Plan for 
Asda has 
traders 
fuming 

TRADERS in Kiddermin¬ 
ster fear their profits will be 
hit if plans for a controver¬ 
sial new superstore go- 
ahead. 

Asda wants to create 370 
jobs by building a 40,000 sq 
ft supermarket on the edge 
of the town centre but inde¬ 
pendent businesses in the 
nearby Horsefair fear they 
will be left struggling. 

They have drafted in plan¬ 
ning consultants to help 
their campaign before the 
application goes before 
councillors next month. 

A report by England &

economy is “weak” and “vul¬ 
nerable to an out-of-town 
development”. 

And a report commis¬ 
sioned by Wyre Forest Dis¬ 
trict Council claims that 
Asda have failed to consider 
other locations. 

The council argues it 
could be built on land taken 
up by the Glades Leisure 
Centre, which is set to close 
as part of a review of leisure 
facilities in the town. 

Bill Sidhu, leader of the 
Horsefair Trading Partner¬ 
ship, says the row of inde¬ 
pendent shops would be cut 
off by the development as 
traffic would be diverted 
onto the new carriageway. 

An Asda spokesman said: 
“We have listened carefully 
to feedback from the local 
community and have incor¬ 
porated many ideas.”

A DECISION on the future of Kid¬ 
derminster’s leisure centre and 
swimming pool is expected this 
month. 

A report is being drawn up on Wyre For¬ 
est Glades Leisure Centre following a con¬ 
sultation with residents in October and will 
go before the council’s cabinet on January 
31. 

It is expected the recommendations could 
spell the closure of the. Under the proposals, 
the complex would shut and a replacement 
would be built at a location which has yet to 
be decided. 

There are also plans to transfer the man¬ 
agement of Stourport Sports Centre and 
Bewdley Leisure Centre to locad community 
groups as part of the same scheme. 

More than 500 people responded to the 
consultation, with 63 per cent wanting to 
keep the current provision. 

Popular 

Another 33 per cent supported an 
increase in council tax to fund a new build¬ 
ing, with 47 per cent against and 10 per cent 
saying they had no real opinion. 

The most popular new facilities requested 
were a 25-metre pool, sports hall, gym, cafe 
and learner pool. 

Council leader John Campion said a 
report with a recommendation on whether 
the council should press ahead with the 
plans was being prepared. 

“We will know more when we see what 
the recommendation is and then a decision 
on what action we take will be made. There 
may be a series of options for us to con¬ 
sider,” he said. 

A review into leisure services was carried 
out by a panel set up by the district council 
to find ways of reducing the £1.2 million 
annual bill for upkeep. 

It was decided Forest Glades Leisure Cen¬ 
tre should be closed as it is nearing the end 
of its operational life and bosses said it is not 
worth refurbishing.

Make do and mend is 
making a comeback 


“MAKE DO and Mend” was 
once a phrase only heard of 
in wartime Britain but now 
the philosophy is enjoying a 
resurgence. 

Whether it’s the worldwide reces¬ 
sion, concern for the environment or 
the latest celebrity trend - Make Do 
and Mend (MDM) is making a come¬ 
back. 

In 1940s Britain, MDM was a 
necessity as clothes rationing was 
introduced and pre-war clothing fac¬ 
tories switched their production 
lines to the war effort. Official 
advice from the government was to 
“always carry a needle and cotton 
and mending silk with you - this will 
save many a ladder in stockings or 
prevent the loss of buttons”. 

Clothing coupons were intro¬ 
duced but with each 15-month per¬ 
sonal clothing allowance including

just one pair of socks every four 
months, one shirt every 20 months, 
and one jacket every two years - a 
stitch in time saved coupons as well 
as clothes. 

New life for old sheets was the 
battle cry from Mrs Sew-and-Sew, a 
cartoon character created by the 
government during World War II to 
encourage women to make do and 
save buying new. A MDM leaflet by 
the Ministry of Information states, 
“Not only sheets but all your house¬ 
hold things must be made the very 
most of.” 

Kay Reynolds from Dudley said: 
“When I was growing up in Oldbury 
in the early fifties my mother still 


cut worn bed sheets down the centre 
to extend their life. 

She would turn them over and re¬ 
stitch them, tucking the worn areas 
under the mattress. 

Then when the sheets were too 
worn to use they were cut down for 
pillow cases before finally becoming 
dusters and dish cloths. Nothing 
went to waste.” 

“Frayed shirt cuffs would be 
unpicked, flipped over and sewn 
back on - the frayed edges neatly 
hidden away.” 

Utility furniture was also avail¬ 
able and those who had lost their 
homes in air raids and newly weds 
were some of those who could apply. 

Long before anyone had coined 
the term recycling - our grandmoth¬ 
ers were already skilled experts. 
Perhaps, in these tough times, we 
need to take a leaf out of the history 
books and practise the 3R’s of Recy¬ 
cling, Renewing and Reinventing.

Peace of mind 


Where there’s a will, then 
there is most likely a way 



Ensure that your wishes are followed by creating a legally binding will 


A WILL is a legal document 
which ensures that 
persons whom you intend 
to benefit actually do 
benefit upon your death. 

It allows you to give specific 
instructions as to what you want to 
happen to your estate (for example 
your money, property and other per¬ 
sonal possessions) upon your death. 

If you die without a will (intes¬ 
tate), your estate will be distributed 
in accordance with strict rules of law. 

Estate 

This may not necessarily reflect 
your individual wishes or intentions 
and may leave a trail of misery and 
potential conflict. 

The rules of law relating to the dis¬ 
tribution of your estate if you die 
without having made a will dictate 
who will administer your estate and 
who will benefit (and to what extent 
they will benefit) from it. 

For example, if you are survived 
by a spouse or civil partner and chil¬ 
dren, the spouse will receive your 
personal possessions, a sum of £250,000 
and the right to receive the income from 
half of the remaining estate. 

The other half will pass to the children 
immediately. 

You may have wished for your spouse or 
civil partner to have inherited most of 
your estate, if not the whole, in order for 
him/her to maintain their usual standard 
of living and be adequately provided for. 

Provision 

Further, if the estate is large enough, it 
is possible for an inheritance tax liability 
to arise since part of the estate passes to 
the children who, unlike the spouse or 
civil partner, are not exempt for inheri¬ 
tance tax purposes. 

The rules make provision to provide for 
other relatives who may benefit from the 
estate such as parents, brothers and 
sisters of the whole blood, brothers and 
sisters of the half blood, grandparents 
and even aunts and uncles. 

If you are not survived by any blood 


relation, the law is at a loss and so pro¬ 
vides that your property passes to the 
crown, Duchy of Lancaster or Duchy of 
Cornwall. 

It must be noted that these rules do not 
make any provision for a cohabitee to 
benefit. 

How often do we hear people say that 
they do not need to make a will as they 
feel they do not have much to give? 

None of us know what we are going to 
be worth when we die but most of us have 
a house and some personal possessions. 

By making a will, you can ensure that 
both your home and personal possessions 
are inherited by people who you wish, 
thus avoiding conflict and arguments 
upon your death. 

Have you ever considered what will 
happen to your children if they are 
minors and lose both their parents? 

By making a will, you can ensure that 
they are in safe hands by appointing legal 
guardians for them. This is not a provi¬ 


sion that the rules of law, if you die 
without making a will, cater for. By 
simply making a will, you can also ensure 
that the administration of your estate 
and any trusts arising therefrom is 
handled by a person (or persons) of your 
choice whom you can trust and is capable 
of shouldering the responsibility. 

Otherwise, the law will dictate who is 
entitled to administer your estate. 

Security 

A properly drafted will is the way to 
finding security, reassurance and peace of 
mind and ensure that your family 
members receive what you want them to 
have upon your death. 

Depending upon your circumstances, it 
could also be used to mitigate any poten¬ 
tial inheritance tax liability. 

Most importantly, you stay in control 
making decisions which affect your finan¬ 
cial and family circumstances. 


Dealing with loss can 
be an agonising process 



Bereavement counselling helps many people come to terms with loss 


BEREAVEMENT is a distressing 
but common experience. 
Sooner or later most of us will 
suffer the death of someone we 
love. 

Yet in our everyday life we think and 
talk about death very little. 

We grieve after any sort of loss, but 
most powerfully after the death of 
someone we love. 

It is not just one feeling, but a whole 
succession of feelings, which take a while 
to get through and which cannot be 
hurried. 

In the few hours or days following the 
death of a close relative or friend, most 
people feel simply stunned, as though 
they cannot believe it has actually hap¬ 
pened. They may feel like this even if the 
death has been expected. 

This sense of emotional numbness can 
be a help in getting through all the impor¬ 
tant practical arrangements that have to 
be made, such as getting in touch with 
relatives and organising the funeral. 

However, this feeling of unreality may 
become a problem if it goes on too long. 
Seeing the body of the dead person may, 
for some, be an important way of begin¬ 
ning to overcome this. 

Similarly, for many people, the funeral 
or memorial service is an occasion when 
the reality of what has happened really 
starts to sink in. 

Painful 

It may be distressing to see the body or 
attend the funeral, but these are ways of 
saying goodbye to those we love. At the 
time, these things may seem too painful 
to go through and so are not done. 
However, this can lead to a sense of deep 
regret in future years. 

Soon though, this numbness disap¬ 
pears and may be replaced by a dreadful 
sense of agitation, of pining or yearning 
for the dead person. There is a feeling of 
wanting somehow to find them, even 
though this is clearly impossible. This 
makes it difficult to relax or concentrate 
and it may be difficult to sleep properly. 


Dreams can be very upsetting. 

Some people feel that they ‘see’ their 
loved one everywhere they go -in the 
street, the park, around the house, any¬ 
where they had spent time together. 

People often feel very angry at this time 
- towards doctors and nurses who were 
unable to prevent the death, towards 
friends and relatives who did not do 
enough, or even towards the person who 
has, by dying, left them. 

Another common feeling is guilt. 
People find themselves going over in their 
minds all the things they would have 
liked to have said or done. They may even 
consider what they could have done dif¬ 
ferently that might have prevented the 
death. Of course, death is usually beyond 
anyone’s control and a bereaved person 
may need to be reminded of this. 

Some people may feel guilty if they feel 
relieved that their loved one has died 
after a painful or distressing illness. This 
feeling of relief is natural, understand¬ 
able and very common. This state of agi¬ 
tation is usually strongest about two 
weeks after the death, but is soon fol¬ 


lowed by quiet sadness or withdrawal, 
depression and silence. These sudden 
changes of emotion can be confusing to 
friends or relatives, but are part of the 
normal process of grief. 

Other people may find it difficult to 
understand or be embarrassed when the 
bereaved person suddenly bursts into 
tears for no obvious reason. At this stage 
it may be tempting to keep away from 
other people who do not fully understand 
or share the grief. 

Thinking 

However, avoiding others can store up 
trouble for the future. 

During this time, it may appear to 
others as though the bereaved person is 
spending a lot of time just sitting, doing 
nothing. 

In fact, they are usually thinking about 
the person they have lost, going over 
again and again both the good times and 
the bad. 

This is a quiet, but essential part of 
coming to terms with the death.

The rare addax antelope born at the safari park 

A BABY antelope born at West Midland Safari Park has 
boosted numbers of a critically endangered species giving 
conservationists cause for celebration. The addax antelope 
was arrivied on December 1 and will remain in a heated 
stable with her mother until the weather gets warmer. 

Keepers at the park in Bewdley said the birth was vitally 
important in terms of conservation as there are only 300 of 
the species in existence globally. The species, also known as 
the screwhorn antelope, come from the Sahara Desert so 
conditions have to be kept as warm as possible. Numbers 
have declined due to unregulated hunting. 

Staff said they had not yet given the baby antelope a 
name. Her parents are also not named but are identified by 
staff by tags placed on their ears. 

It was not uncommon for the antelope to give birth at this 
time of year and spokeswoman Angela Potter said: “We are 
absolutely delighted.We are constantly monitoring the 
youngster. When we knew her mother was about to give 
birth we immediately placed her in the stable which is warm 
and dry. The youngster will remain there until the weather 
gets a little warmer.

School-choice deadline 
looming for new pupils 


PARENTS in Wyre Forest with 
children due to start school for 
the first time have until this 
weekend to submit applications. 

Worcestershire County Council is encour¬ 
aging families to complete their forms 
online for September places at primary 
schools.

Homes sought for pups

A DOG rescue group is looking to 
rehome eight 11-week-old cross¬ 
breed puppies. Their previous 
owner is due to go into hospital and 
has only managed to find homes for 
six of this huge, unwanted litter. 

Mary Brain, admissions officer at 
Forest Dog Rescue, Green Gap 
Kennels, Far Forest, said : “Despite 
their obvious appeal, these puppies 
are not going to be easy to re-home. 
We have seen both parents and the 
offspring are likely to be large dogs. ” 
The charity has been inundated 
with 21 unwanted and abandoned 
dogs over Christmas, inlcuding 12 
Staffordshire bull terriers. 

Mary said: “At a time when many 
rescues are closing their doors to 


puppies that need to be rehomed 

this breed, we continue to find them 
new homes. Roughly, 50 per centnt 
of the dogs currently in our care are 
Staffordshire bull terriers or crosses 
and they will make splendid pets. 
The problem is, however, an ill- 
deserved reputation that make 
them harder to rehome. 

“Our latest litter of puppies will 
attract interest and eventually will 
be rehomed but we can only stress 
that unwanted litters add to the 
problem of too few homes for too 
many dogs in rescue. Neutering is 
the only solution.”

Cartoonist Geoff's work fits 
together just like a jigsaw 


FROM a talent show audi¬ 
tion to a crowded beach in 
the summer - all corners 
of British life are depicted 
in these colourful cartoon 
scenes by a veteran Stour¬ 
bridge artist. 

They take him more than two 
weeks each to produce - but end up 
in 1,000 pieces when they are sold 
as jigsaws. 

Geoff Tristram has so far com¬ 
pleted nine for German manufac¬ 
turers Ravensburger and hopes 
they will prove popular worldwide. 

WH Smiths and Amazon are 
already stocking the 27in x 12in 
jigsaws, some of which were 
inspired by locations across the 
Midlands. 

Each scene features scores of 
characters in different situations, 
with minute details that appear as 
the puzzle is put together. 

Chaotic 

During his 35-year career Mr 
Tristram, of Wollaston, has 
painted caricatures of snooker 
players at the World Champi¬ 
onships in Sheffield and written a 
series of comedy novels. 

This latest project came about 
when the 56-year-old sent Ravens¬ 
burger some of his ideas and asked 
if they were interested. 

The first piece he produced was 
Talent Show - a chaotic scene fea¬ 
turing a sword swallower, an Elvis 
impersonator, a contortionist and 
others auditioning for Britain’s 
Got Strictly X-Rated Talent on Ice. 

He starts with an idea of the 
theme, and then makes a list of 
possible characters, before 
drawing them separately on 
tracing paper. He then traces them

again onto the main drawing 
board, slowly building up the scene 
and fitting in extra details. He 
draws the outlines with black 
watercolour paint, before adding 
colour using felt tip pens. 

Each picture is set in a fictional 
place with comical names such as 


Knotworth Bothrynwithe, which 
is used in a High Street scene 
based on Wollaston. 

Mr Tristram, of Eggington 
Road, said: “You need plenty of 
detail for jigsaws as otherwise a lot 
of the pieces would be too similar.” 

He said he was proud of the car¬ 


toons and had enjoyed coming up 
with some of the jokes. He added: 
“The manufacturers are very keen 
for the jigsaws to have plenty of 
humour, but you sometimes have 
to make sure they’re either not too 
subtle, or not too crude.” 

Mr Tristram, who has a 17-year- 


old son and a daughter aged 26, 
designed the cover of UB40’s debut 
album Signing Off in 1980, which 
featured the yellow benefit form 
which shared the same name of the 
band. He has since built up a repu¬ 
tation across the country and 
beyond. 


Roadside 
purge on 
motorists 
who drink 

MORE than 160 people have 
been arrested for drinking 
and driving in West Mercia 
since the launch of an opera¬ 
tion at the start of Decem¬ 
ber. 

Police officers joined 
forces with the region’s 
Safer Roads Partnership 
and carried out roadside 
checks over the month. 

Some 166 people in the 
area, which includes Wyre 
Forest, have been arrested 
for driving under the influ¬ 
ence of drink and drugs. 

Posters and beer mats 
have been displayed at pubs 
to get people thinking about 
the consequences of drink¬ 
ing and driving. 

Warnings 

Spokeswoman for the 
Safer Roads Partnership, 
Vicki Bristow, said: “There 
are still people out there who 
will gamble with drinking 
and driving thinking they 
won’t get caught. 

“Nearly 170 people so far 
have been arrested for 
driving under the influence 
of drink and drugs.” 

Superintendent Lee Dav¬ 
enport added: “Worryingly, 
and despite many warnings 
over the years about the 
dangers of drink-driving, 
there are still far too many 
reckless drivers ignoring the 
devastating consequences.” 

Over the past three years 
in Worcestershire 13 people 
have died and 44 were seri¬ 
ously injured following colli¬ 
sions where drink or drugs 
were a contributory factor.

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Labourer thought stun 
weapon was child’s toy 


A LABOURER picked up what he thought 
was a “toy” on a children’s playground - but 
it turned out to be a banned stun gun, a 
court heard. 

The device, which was a plastic knuckle¬ 
duster with a built-in stun gun, was found 
by Richard Williams, from Dudley, on a play 
area in Hill Top Park, West Bromwich. 

But he ended up in court after police were 
called to his home by a member of his family 
and the gun was handed over. 

Williams, aged 42, of Selbourne Road, 
admitted possessing the stun gun, which 
could emit an electrical discharge, and 
Dudley magistrates ordered him to do 100 
hours community service and pay £85 costs. 

The court also ordered the destruction of 
the weapon. Mr Richard Burch, defending, 


said if Williams had not picked it up, a child 
could have found it and injured themselves. 

Mr Burch told the court: “It was a matter 
of curiosity killed the cat. He thought it was 
a children’s toy. He had no realisation that 
what he was doing was illegal. 

“A Taser or stun gun is prohibited for 
anyone to have - you don’t have to have a 
guilty mind. 

“It is a criminal offence merely to have it, 
even though you don’t necessarily know 
what it is. 

“If a child had picked it up, the child 
might have injured him or herself. 

“So he did some good by picking it up.” 

He said Wiliams had recently been suffer¬ 
ing depression and stress following an 
unhappy divorce.

Wort to link tourist attractions 


DIGGERS are expected to move in to 
start a multi-million pound project to 
link two tourist attractions in a Black 
Country town by the end of the 
month, it was revealed today. 

Final preparations are being made for work 
to start on land around the Castle Hill area of 
Dudley town centre. 

The project will see a joint access created to 
Dudley Zoo, the Black Country Living Museum 
and Dudley Canal Trust from Tipton Road. 

The scheme will also see a new arrival centre 
built, and a number of other projects com¬ 
pleted. 

The first task will be to clear the area ready 
for a link road to be built between the sites. 

An exact date has not been set but council 
regeneration chief Angus Adams said a start 


was expected “very shortly” and that plans 
were “progressing well”. 

Detailed plans are being drawn up for the 
road, which will run from near the Trading Post 
premises in Castle Hill to the back of the 
museum in nearby Tipton Road. 

The road will also provide access to the 
Dudley Canal Trust which is at the back of the 
museum. 

Shared 

The scheme also includes a large car park 
which would be shared by the borough attrac¬ 
tions. 

Council chiefs are now planning a pro¬ 
gramme of road closures for the area while the 
work is due to be carried out. 

The £10m scheme will see the creation of a 
new hotel and shopping precinct on vacant land 
next to the proposed site of the new Dudley 


Archives building. It is hoped the project will 
pave the way for dozens of new businesses and 
turn the district into a tourism and leisure hub 
which will help regenerate the town and 
provide much-needed jobs. 

The foundation of this hub will be created 
with the building of a shared arrival point and 
car parking for visitors coming to the three 
attractions. 

Councillor Adams said: “Plans have been 
moving quickly but they are still quite liquid at 
the moment. 

“There have been no delays and preparations 
are going well so we can expect to start work 
shortly,” added Councillor Adams. 

The work is just one of many projects which 
are designed to breath new life into the town 
centre which is currently bidding to become a 
city.
